Effective  October  1,  1948,  public  stockyards  inspection  was  discontinued  at 
Memphis  Union  Stock  Yards,  Memphis,  Tenn.,  as  these  yards  are  now  a  part 
of  Owens  Bros.  Stock  Yards  which  were  designated  as  a  public  stockyards  on 
that  date. 

DR.  WILLIAM  M.  MacKELLAR  RETIRES 

Dr.  William  M.  MacKellar,  Principal  Veterinarian  in  charge  of  the  Interstate 
Inspection  Division  of  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry,  retired  September  30  after 
nearly  48  years  of  continuous  service.  A  graduate  of  the  New  York  College  of 
Veterinary  Surgeons  in  the  class  of  1899,  he  entered  the  Bureau  in  December  1900 
and  has  served  continuously  in  various  posts. 

When  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  undertook  the  eradication  of  cattle  fever 
ticks  in  cooperation  with  Southern  States  in  1906,  Dr.  MacKellar  directed  the 
work  of  eliminating  such  ticks  completely  from  California.  In  1917  he  directed 
a  similar  activity  successfully  in  Georgia.  As  a  further  contribution  to  this 
large-scale  veterinary  undertaking,  now  in  its  final  stages,  Dr.  MacKellar  devised 
and  inaugurated  systems  of  records  that  simplified  and  reduced  the  cost  of  the 
work.  In  1922  he  was  transferred  to  Washington  where  he  became  Assistant 
Chief  of  the  Bureau's  Tick  Eradication  Division.  In  March  1933  he  became 
Chief  of  the  same  Division.  Later,  in  the  course  of  reorganization  of  the  Bureau's 
veterinary  work,  Dr.  MacKellar  became  Chief  of  the  newly  formed  Division  of 
Tick  Eradication  and  Special  Diseases.  One  of  the  functions  of  that  Division 
was  the  conduct  of  hog-cholera-control  field  work.  As  a  result  of  another  re- 
organization in  1943,  Dr.  MacKellar  became  Chief  of  the  Interstate  Inspection 
Division  which  performs  numerous  activities  in  connection  with  the  interstate 
movement  of  livestock.
